(D) a video source, the video source configured to provide video information for a 
plurality of presentations; 

(E) a timer in comniunicaiion with the video soiirce and the plasma contioller, the 
toner configured to receive video infonnation and transmit selected video 
infonnation to tiie plasma controller; 

(F) a table management system computer in commnnication with the plasma 
controller, the table management system computer coni5gured to interface with a 
system operator and to schedule presentations on the table display device; 

(G) a table interface device configured to allow a dealer to input information; 

(H) a player interface device configured to allow a player to input information; 
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(I) a njachine iiitetiaoe des ice in communication with tlie player interface device, the 
machine interface device configured to received information input into the player 
interface device; 

(J) a poHing unit in communication with the plasma controller, the table interface 

device and the machine inferfece device, the polHng unit configured to manage 
and arbitrate communication betvt-een the plasma controller, the table interface 
device and the machine interface device; 
(K) wherein the plasma controller is configured to receive information from the 

polHng device, tabic rnanagemenl system and tinier and caiise the table display 
device to display a pluraiity of different kinds of presentations, the presentations 
comprising: 

(a) an entertainment presentation intended to entertain players playing at the

(b) a bonus game presentation configured to present information related to a 
bonus game; and 

(L) wherein a dealer may cause the table display device to display the bonus game 
presentation by inputting information into the table interface device, the table 
interface device transmitting information to the polling unit which in turn 
transmits information to the plasma controller, the plasma controller then causing 
the table display device to display the infonnation related to a bonus game.

103. (new) The table game system of claim iOi wherein the presentation fiirtJier comprises a 
banner presentation.

108. (new) The table game system of claim 101 wherein the plasma controller comprises a 
storage device contlgured to store presentation information and the plasma controller is 
configured to retrieve presentation information from the storage device and ixansmi t tiie 
infonnation to the table display device. 
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1.09. (new) The table game system of claim 108 wherein the table maaagemeBt system is 
configured to determine if the plasma controHer has a file stored on the storage de vice 
that is to be used in a presentation.

(E) a timer means for transmitting selected presentation information to the plasma 

cojitroHer; 

(F) a table management system tneans for allowing a system operator to schedule 
presentations on the table display device; 

(G) a table interface raeans for allowing a dealer to input information; 
(B) a player interface means for allowing a player to iopui infotmation; 

(1) a machine interface means for transmitting information input into the player 

interface means to the plasma controller means; 
(J) a polling means for managing and arbitrating communication between the plasma 

controller, the table interface device and the machine interface device; 
(K) wherein the plasma controller is configured to receive infomiation from the 

polling means, table management system means and tuner tneans and cause the 

table display device to display a plurality of different kinds of presentations, the 

presentations comprising: 
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(a) an eritertamment presentation intended to entertain players playing at the 
gaming tebie; 

(b) a bonus game presentation confi jaired to present information related to a 
bonus game; 

(L) wherein a dealer n^ay cause the table display means to display the bonus game 
presentation by inputting information into the table interface means.

the presentation to the plasma controller means.
